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AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION 
Please amend the Specification at page 11 by deleting the original paragraph and 
inserting the following substitute paragraph at page 11, lines 14-21. 

The chain hoist 10 hangs suspended from an overhead support by means of a length 
of chain 24 that enters the chain hoist casing 12 from above through a window 2 6 mMow. 
H defined in the casing shell section 16. The length of chain 24 is engaged by the chain- 
engaging mechanism within the casing 12 so that the chain hoist 10 is held suspended at a 
desired height. A hook 26 or other attachment mechanism holds a load suspended beneath 
the chain hoist 10. The trailing tail 28 of the chain emerges from the chain-engaging 
mechanism within the casing 12 through the window 2 6 window^; and hangs over an 
outboard edge of the chain hoist casing 12, as illustrated in Figs. 1 and 2. 
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
